Tlio recovery of 
bodies from the tangled mass of the 
st<'el structure that colInp.sed continued 
today. rtolati\'cs and friends of the 
victims of this dreadful happening 
thronged about the place of the ac-

.suddenly and horribly hurled to death, 
The tangle of .steel is absolutely inex- 
tricable, and nothing but the use of 
iieavy iji.aeiilnery, manned by .skilled 
human help, will serve to renio've the 
huge mass of del)rls piled up by the 
accident. Meanwhile only a small 
number of bodies have boon taken out 
but every possible effort Is being made 
to hasten tho recovery.

Winnipeg; Aug. 80.— G. J. Bury, gen- 
oral manager of the western lines of 
the Canadian Pacific railway, left last 
night for the east, and will go aa far 
a'aiEort William, .for tho purpose of 
inspecting the double track laying 
along.' the- route between hero and tho 
TWc'o- citlps; Tho work of construction 
is being carried on both east and west 
fronri the terminal points between here 
and the lakes. 

By the close of the season It is ex- 
pected that 2B0 miles of the double 
track will be laid and ready ' for ser- 
vlcG, when the work of moving the 
wheat crop eastward will bo much fa- 
cilitated. With the additional cquiii- 
ment wlilcli is called into service, the 
company will bo capable of handling 
the traffic with greater case than dur- 
ing any provlou.s season.

SOCIALISM AND DEFENCE. 

In tMs part of Canada we sometimes 
hoar Socialist IcaclerH dciny thiU tlior(! 
Is any obligation on lli<! part of cili- 
zons to participate in national defence. 
• In some parts of the United States, the 
' labor organlzntlonH have gone on re- 
cord a.s hostile to the maintoiKince of 
any armed force whatever, and hav»; 
declared that an army Is .simply a 
weapon of the plutocracy. Some people 
in the United Kingdom have been 
prcachliipT Ihu same dix'trlni". Tii strik- 
ing contrast Ui tliesf iiropaganda is a 
vot^ recently iiassed at a convuntlun 
of the United Socialist congress in 
Fi-ance. A certain M. H'orve, who Is 
at the head uf the ultra antl-mllita- 
rlst party In that connlry. niuvinl 
a 'resolution to tho effect that 
Socialists wero iinilcr no ohllKa- 
tion to join In the defence of f.io 
nation. Not only was this, defeated, 
but by a"voto of 251 to 23 a resolution 
was carried affirming the universal 
duty of . citizens to defend the statu 
from attack. This wa.s in line with a 
resolution adopted by the German 
Socialist congress. The wisdom of 
the action of these Socialist liodies 
cannot bo called In (lut'sllon. Ifl 
Socialism is ever to be even measur- 
ably a success, it Is important that the 
Safety of the state should be preserv- 
ed. It Is, of course, supposable that 
a time may come when swords will 
be beaten into ploughshai-es and spears 
Ihto pruning hooks, and wlien armies 
will not be necessary, but until that 
time comes, even a state, whicli might 
adopt Socialistic principles and endea- 
vored to put them Into cxecnlion, 
would find Itself comiiclled to take 
steps for national defence. All So- 
cialist^ arc not of the noisy, blatant 
type, with which we are unfortunately 
most familiar on the Pacllic coast. The 
real leaders are men of sober thought, 
who are not in sympathy with the Idoa 
of revolution. They recognize that if 
.Socialism is ever to become a domin- 
ant principle it must doveloj) by evo- 
lution. Sucli men seem to be In con- 
trol of Socialism in France and (lor- 
jnany, and whileithls'is tin.' casr, tlu' 
organization must.'Certainly be produc- 
tive of goo4..sC'/'V,-;;i> ^ . 



THE SWETTENHAM INCIDENT 



IN MOROCCO. 

The situatlop in Jlorocco cannot bo 
said to have been greatly Improved by 
the operations of the French at Casa- 
blanwi. ' VVHien information was sent 
to F^y. of the btnnbardment. of the 
first named city, the Mo.slem'dqatprs of 
sacn^d law, colloctivcly known as the 
UloiTia, ^vere summoned to meet the 
viziers. The foreign minister read to 
the uleinu* which consisted of 15 per- 
sons, an ' account of the incidents 
leading up to the bombardment and of 
the bom bardjiient itself. As soon as he 
had <inl.'-lied, one of the principal Mos- 
lem doctors arose and In an impas- 
sioned speech denounced all Europe- 
ans anil (?ctnand(;d tliat the .Sultan 
should' lead the faithful in a holy war. 
He declared that he • and the people 
generally were prepared to die for Is- 
lam, ajul he personally undertook to 
raise a force, which would extcrmi- 
nato all Christians In Morocco. In this 
he wa.s s\ipportcd liy five of the most 
pi'oniliient Ulenia proscnt. Ncnie of the 
others dissentod, but simply remained 
ImpasEJive. The scene is described as 
being very ' acute, and the meeting 
broke up with loud protestatkins b.v 
soiiK' of llie nienia as to what they 
would do to stir up the people. Tlie 
account adds, that v the 7popuiatlon of 
Kez was already greatiy discontented, 
and ripe for desperate measures. "When 
the occurrence was reported to the 
Sultan he expressed tlic greatest fear. 
Itc realized th;U the leadors of the 
most Innuentlal religious sects in the 
country demanded action on Jiis part, 
and he said to his vizlcrs that It looked 
as if he would have to choose between 
assassination and a holy war iindor 
his leadership, A few days ago a dis- 
patch announced that the Sultan had 
been slain, but it has not been corro- 
))oratod. 

There Is not, of course, any doubt 
wliatpver as to the ability of the 
l-'rench and Spanisli expedition to de- 
feat any force wliich the Stoorlsh 
tribesmen can get together, but, un- 
fortainfhely, if a holy war .should bo 
l)roc5lalmed, it is tiulto possible 
that a roli.gious conflict in Morocco 
miglrt lead to outbreaks at other 
points;;/ where Mohammedanism is in 
close contact with Christianity.

Discovered — One Man 
:■ Arrested 



■i.Vancouvor, B.C;,, Aug. 30. — The sub- 
terfugo of flshIpB,/;-severi;^,inbh;.mesh 
cphoe nets 'near .^tlib .'surWce: and'- ilve 
arid a halE inch sockeyo^ nets attached 
below la being generally practiced by 
fishermen on the lower Frascr rlvGr 
in order to evade the law prohibiting 
tile lise of the small mesh nets, ac- 
cording ' to a statement made yes- 
terday. 

On Wednesday a fisherman was ar- 
rested with just such a net In his pos- 
session, In fact he was wishing' it, and

The cause' jijf., fear pearlier in the sea- 
son wfia, that trie ^drought during tlie 
oarl.v summer wovild'mean light croi).s 
everywhere, but happily .it has prov 
cd-'Otherwlse^ for although the grain 
did not' STOW, ;as high as in*^ other years 
the hoads';'ar©.' well filled, and larg 
crops are heing gathered. This Is es- 
pecially trubrln Delta, .where the. far- 
mers feared' theySvould' lose heavily; 

Tho same is . true of the ■ fruit 'crop; 
and the yield of , plums,:' pears and 
apples Is proving to' .-be. as heavy as 
any in the history of the valley. Frnlt- 
piclclng Is now In ful^ swing, and liu-(jo 
shipments are being nuide cv.'ry day 
lo the local and eastern markoLs. Tliis 
is especially true at Chilllwack, where 
no less than threo fruit-packing plants 
are in full operation, packing fruit anil 
shipping it away. 

Harvesting lias cotnnieMcert in earn- 
est, and tlie cry reet:ived from many 
iniarters is for more harvest hands, 
1)111 if the weather continues favorable 
for several weeks all the t-'raiu will 
be gathered and threshed without lo;is. 

The fanciers have not commenced 
pulling their root crops yet, excci)t in 
a few instances, but tlie indications 
according to careful reports are, tliat 
tlio yield' this year will be fully up 
to tho avernso, if not better.

, Something' About tnc Champion. ' 

Willlatn Webb, tho new chitmjiion, 
was born at Lyttleton (N. S.) in Jan- 
uary, 1S79, his parents being both Eng- 
lish, but residents in IMaorlland for 
about 40 years. AVebb is 5 feet 9 3-4 
Incli in height, 40 Inches round the 
chest, very nuiscular, but rather llKlit- 
limbed, and about lir mono 10 pound 
weight, lie b->f;an to race as an ama- 
teur in lS9(i, :uid at once met witli 
success, but liis best pcn-formances 
date bade to 1900. He won inatiy races, 
and has a record' «)f 28 starts witii, 20 
wins, including races for the single 
and double sculling championship of 
Xew Zealand,. AVliat he knows of 
sculling ho has learned from his com- 
panliins in rowlnt;-, the brothers Paf,'i! 
having done miicli to develop his style. 
A year ago AVebb came to the conclu- 
sion that there was very little induce- 
ment for him to remain in the amateur 
ranks, and his friends thought so Well 
of his iirospeets as a professional that 
they determined to give him a chance 
against tlie best Australian scuUer.s. 

A race was arranged for ;i, purse, 
and amongst those who were anxious 
to become -Wehb'S opponent were 
Mitchell ^ahd-'Staijbiiry.-.ci The- 'New 
Zcalander's supiipFtferS'Vaigreed i'that it 
was best" to taokl^-'Stahbury, because 
if lie were Ijcaton' AA'ebb would at once 
be aciici/lo;! as a first-class sculler 
and a bona- fide aspirant for the title 
then held by G. Towns. • AVebb proved 
In this race tliat he had speed, skill, 
an<l endurance, and after rowing a 
great mile, he was able to catch his 
opponent in the last mile, and won 
oaaily. It was a very groat surprise 
to rowing men here, and v.'as undoubt- 
edly a flrst-olass performance. Stan- 
bury may have been short of condi- 
tion, but he was at least a good man 
in the first mile; yet he could not 
shake AVebb off, and the time for tho 
distance was certainly fast under the 
conditions, It is a most remarkable 
lieginning for an ex-amateur to win 
his first professional race, and that 
from a man who was at the time anx- 
ious to challenge the world's ebain- 
piou. AVebb, so far as is known, is 
a, good sculler, bu til has been found 
dllllcult lo form what might bo ac- 
cepted as ;i fairly correct estimate of 
his pace from bis performances. 
Career of Towns 

Cliarlos Frederick Towns was iiorn 
near Newcastle, .Inly 23, ISSU, and lie 
is, therefore, in his twenty-seventh 
year. His parents are Australian- 
born, and lio is one of eight sons, six 
of whom have won sculling races. 
Towns is a thlcltrset man of about 5 
feet 7 1-2 Inches In height, 40 Inches 
chest measure, and a full list, in 
weight. He began his career as a 
rower over 40 ^ycal'S ago, as a youth, 
and was in his' firfet race placed sec- 
ond. This wi\^ at Hexham, on tho 
Hunte river in 1S97. Next year he 
Won at Toniago, and In 1S99, being 
tiion under 19 years of ;ige, lie scored 
wins in sculling handicaiis at New- 
castle, Sydney, Stockton, and Toniago. 
Ho rowed unsuccessfully at Coraki 
and Hexham, ' but ; the year's racing 
had laid tho foundation of his career. 
In 1900 Towns' did not have much suc- 
cess In handicaps; but rowed so well 
that the starts he received were all 
the while getting less. In this year 
he a^ain raced in Sydney, and was 
second. Next yoa^ he had a good win 
at Newcastle, but did not score well 
in 1 902. In the following j-car 'fowns 
was in good form, and lie raced witli 
success at Babnaln, AN'ickbam, and 
Sydney. A very Inisy year for lilm 
was 1904, when he won handicaps at 
Newcastle, Umarra, AV'oodburn, Bal- 
lina, Broadwater, Toronto, and Lake 
Macquarle (Spiers . Point). He also 
won two races in; four-pair sculling 
boats;, , and Avas second In handlcaps'at 
Sydney and, Coraki. Charlie now was 
enga'g'ed' a great deal In training his 
brother George, but he rowed several 
races and iilways shaped very well; 
indeed, it had heeome recogiil'/;cd lliat 
ho was tho best handlcai) sculler of his 
day. It was also evident that be had 
to pay the penalty of consistent row- 
ing, and the handlctippcrs had .re- 
Inetanlly, no dotibt, to set him <inlte 
lni|)ossiide taslcs, but he took it in 
good part, and m.ado but little com- 
plaint. On November 10, 1906. 'i'owns 
rowed his llrst match, his opiionent 
being B. Thoroughgood, a very pow- 
erful. and fairly skilful rower of over 
13st.,.Avelght.: :;; They met at Raymond 
Terrace. ' He failed to .catch Towns, 
although he decreased tlie gap very 
considerably. 'i'wo days later, in a 
handicap, tlie linal heat was a fine 
contest, and iiltlmugb Towns did not 
win, he heal Thoroiighgood after al- 
lowing him 2sl. start. 

After Geni-ge '^I'owns had be:ilen R. 
Durnan (March 2, 1907) lie considered 
il was to retire, and f<irm;illy forfi--\t- 
ed In his bi-ollier. May 11. Thus 
Charles becMine the sculling champion 
of llie w.>rld. Ho ' has rowed about 
;i:i races, and won 17.

CHICAGO MARKETS STRONG. 

Wheat Advances on Heavy Export 
Movoment and Crop Reports. ' 

Chicago, Aug. 30.— Heavy selling for 
export caused a very strong ^vlleat 
niiirkot today, the December delivery 
closing 1 l-.S'iil l-4c to 1 l-4c higlicr. 
Corn was up 3-4'r/i7-Sc. Oiits were 
I 1-Sc higher. Provisions were 2 l-2c 
lower to r l-2c Jiighcr. 

The wheat mark.'t opcm-d easy be- 
cause of easuH' prices im tln^ Jlinneap- 
olis curb, and a big output of contract 
wheat b\' private elevators In tlie city. 
The market soon rallied, however, on 
cables and a sharp demand for luird 
winter wheat. All reiiorts from abroad 
today cniitirmcd recent statements that 
the Russian crop in yory short. Doth 
Llverp(jiil and the contineiitai markets 
bought both cash and futures on a 
very large scale, making an especial 
point of cash hard winter wheat. Ar- 
gentine shipments continued very 
small, aiul this materially strciiKtlicned 
the market.

Open Air Market In Gotham Arouses 
Iro of I.a'wyer 

Nev»' Voik, August j7. — One of (he 
sights of New A'ol-k, the like of which 
is said to bu visible nowhere oise, is 
the open-air stock- excimnge on Broad 
street, called tlie .Curb., .A photOBraphpr 
took moving pictures of the scene there 
a few days ago, exposing 301) yarils of 
lUm, and people tlii'onglioiit the eoimtiy 
iiia.\' soon be given an oiipoi-luiiity ]iy 
this means of viewing the antics <if the 
Curb liroli.Ms, most of whom are young 
and agile and wlio have learne.l by ex- 
pei-icncc how to climb over one unollii'r 
In a rush during periods of (•xelteniebt. 
If u law.ver who has offices on AVall St., 
within earshot of the Curb, has hls-way, 
this In.Mtltution niav ccasn.to be a fea- 
lure of till, roadway In the tlnanclal dis- 
trict, — on Ihaiucl street, at b-ast. In a 
lon.g li'tter (u I'olk'e Cntumlssioner 
ninghain, in svliieli statutes anil decis- 
ions ari' cpioted. he coiuplains that Ihr. 
Hroail strei't asseinblap.' is a iiulsauee. 
and he demands that the nuisaice lie 
abidlsbed. In his eoinnnmicatloii tiled 
last week, the lawyer gives this des- 
cription! of tlu! Cmb: 

"The sessions of this asseniblage are 
Indil dally except SninhiyH. Their open- 
lags are slgnali'd by a gong at 10 
o'clock In the morniug, upon the sonnil- 
ing of whlcli the. nniltitiidi' assend)led, 
consdsting of brokcr.s, brokers' clerks, 
lemon.ide and provision vendors, lues- 
senger boys, 'lambs' awaiting slaugli- 
tor. anil lunnerous other attaches and 
camp followi-rs of the noisy, and disor- 
derly llii'oug breaks forth with a vol- 
ley of discordant screanis which rend 
the air for .sc^veral lilocks, and tlu'u 
bedlam reigns until the gong again 
sounds at 3 o'clock In the .a f tiu'tinnn, to 
the confusion and dlscmnfort of the 
whide sin-roundlng neighboi-hood. Oril- 
ers for the pin'chase ;uul sale of seeuid- 
tles are shouted from the windows of 
ueai'-bv offices to persons in the assem- 
blage, and the oxrcutlnu thereof Is by 
them shouted li.ack again, ri-uiP'ring the 
whole proceeding disorderh- In the ex- 
treme In the niidst of a gre.it city, 

"A portion of tho street has bieu 
roped oft and set apart exclusively for 
the nssenihlage, wlilch usually s])reads 
over thf> ad.iaeent sidi'W.alks. rendering 
passage' thereon both slew and lia'/.ard- 
(Uis. Thus, at times, the entire width 
of the stiTid Is apiuiipriated. and llroad 
stre.'t is rendered disordeidy pi-.aclie.ally 
from liiaver to W.ill, I havr? f recpienll.\' 
seen teams engaged in la'\vful tratXie 
turned back by an attendlliK policeman 
and denied the use of the street because 
of lack of space through which to pass. 
In short 'shop' is set up in the street to 
(he exelnslou of persons desiring to use 
It as a tlun-ouglifare." 

•Phe Curb brokers are usc'd to being 
pushi-d fi'om pillar to post, h.-ivliig been 
ousted from several placrs in the past 
decade, and if they are Ijanished from 
their present stamping ground thoy will 
not be suppressed, but will move on to 
another location and may flnO some 
free space off the street as In former 
daVK. Tlil.'f clieer.v aggregation has no 
formal organl/.;iti(m. Most of the regul- 
nr' Steele, ir.xehange honse.s send reores- 
entatlves to it dally, as its transactions 
are important and greatly Inlluence mar- 
ket quotations.

' small vehlclo wa.s deposited a rough, 
unp-'iinted wooden box covered witli 
blaclc bai/.c and a.s .simple and tiiias- 
suming as well could lie. ^\'ilhin lay 
the body of the youiiK SIIcIi, -wlio.su fale 
it was to die thousanil.s of inllcs frrini 
Ills native India among- a race so oji- 
poscd to his own in ^very thoi;.q:lit and 
mode, of life. Slowly tlio i)rocoK.sion, 
Vilinost iiitiful in its simiiilcity ami 
yet eloauont of the Intense eaniestncsy 
of the du.sky tlirong which trailed 
along in tlic rear of the liody, Wended 
Its way along tlio rough .K.S(iulinalt 
road towards the point whm-e, accord- 
ing to, tho rites proscribe'd by the dead 
anajnis' religion, tho last act In the 
drama of life was to be played. Im-

mediately behind tho rude casket 
strode, with solemn meln, a talk Sikh, 
his scarlet uniform telling of the days 
when he was a soldier pf the king, 
his swarthy countenance solemn 
throughout except when occasionally 
he recognized some one among the on- 
lookers, ancl to whom hla sad smile 
was the only sign of greeting. Be- 
hind this Impo.slng llgure came 23 of 
tho dead nian'.'^ follow countrymen, 
while further .still in the rear followed 
several whites, curious to observe the 
quaint proceedings, but respectful 
withal. 

It was a full hour before the proces- 
sion reached the spot where the cere- 
mony was to take place. In a clearing 
In tho woods the casket was deposited, 
while the Sikhs busied themselves 
with gathering the fiiel required for 
the funeral pyre. After nearly an 
iiour'.s work a large pile of wood tes- 
lifled to the energy with . which tho 
du.sky Indians worked. The body was 
^jin'^vod from tho cWskot,, smeared 
with grease and milk and wrapped in 
a loiiK winding sheet, which was tight- 
:(/ bouiKl about the body -with lon.n- 
lape;;. After a species of platform had 
been made from soiiio of tho log.s the 
body of Hajrga .SiuKli was deiio.sited 
thereon, a short log under the head as 
a pillow, while tho rest of the wood 
was piled about and over tlio corpse, 
until no signs of tho latter could bo 
seen. 

Amid Intense silence and with most 
respectful moln, the score and more 
of the mourning Hindus gathered 
around the pyre, which was Ignite, i 
by one of their number, and while 
the small flame grew In volume, crept 
along tho wood and gradually envel- 
oped the funeral pyre, tho same sikh 
who had followed in the Immediate 
rear of tho, casket drew forth a tat- 
tered copy of tlio Koran, and In .a mo- 
notonous chant coinmeneeil flio fun(<r- 
al service, on tlie completirin of ^vlliell 
a .song, strange .'uirl .sad, wailed forth, 
tho other Sikhs joining in. Through- 
out the impressive aervlce the little 
knot of whites, Icoonly alive to every 
striking feature of the ceremony, stood 
respectfully with hats In hand, while 
the monotonous chant rose In tho 
sinoko-lnden air. 

In lltllo over, an hour Bagga SinKh's 
body wa.') but a small mass of ashes 
amid the smouldering , embers. Tho 
Sikhs stood around, tho r^yre until al- 
most the last flicker of the- expiring 
flames and then, after leaving .several 
of their number behind as a v.-.-;tch, the 
others slowly wended their way from 
tlie scene. A small portion of the 
ashes will bo sent to India, to be there 
burled .-lecordlng to tho custom of the 
dead man's race.

The school boaird' will !stand firm in 
its resolution to :excludo' Chinese un- 
able to take tho'brdlnary courses of 
study from the 'scliools. , No persons 
will bo permitted to attend the city 
schools unless they are conversant 
enough of English to bo amenable 
to school discipline and to permit of 
their taking the ordinary courses of 
study.

Jay was delegated to tak-e up with tlie 
government tlie crisis which lias boon 
brought about by the inllux of Chlncso 
who, by attending the .scliools for 
twelve months, obtain a rebate of their 
.$500 head tax. 

Tiio acting minister of edu(-.-i tlou, 
Hon. R. G. 'I'atlovv, suliseiiueat ;o the 
interview wroi,j Infornilinc the board 
that the matter would be hroni'hl to 
the attention of the Boniinloii.«-ovcu-n- 
nient and the ojiinion (.-Npresseil to 
them that these China hi)y:< were not 
.students under tlie t.'liincsc exclusion 
act.
